Munnicutt  of 
Brazil  Speaks 
On  Education 

“Brazil  looks  to  the  future  with 
the  greatest  potentialities  of  any  na¬ 
tion  on  the  globe,”  said  Dr.  B.  H. 
ilunnicutt,  president  of  Mackenzie 
University  of  Brazil  in  a  chapel  talk 
Monday. 

Dr.  Hunnkutt,  who  is  on  his  sab- 
baiical  leave,  spent  his  adult  life  In 
Brazil  studying  education  methods, 
and  he  is  a  recognized  authority  on 
Brazil.  He  was  brought  to  the  cam¬ 
pus  by  the  International  Relations 
Club,  of  which  Marion  Arthur  is 
president. 

Brazil  suffered  an  inferiority  com¬ 
plex  for  many  years  and  imported 
most  of  its  manufactured  goods,  but 
now  its  industrial  development  has 
made  the  world  sit  up  and  take 
notice. 

“International  cultural  warfare  is 
another  evidence  of  Brazilian  civili¬ 
zation,”  said  Dr.  Hunnicutt. 

Proof  of  this  is  that  Brazlllian  uni¬ 
versities  do  -  not  recognize  scholar¬ 
ships  of  any  other  country.  There  are 
only  twenty-one  Brazilian  students 
in  the  United  States.  Japan  and  Ger¬ 
many  pay  the  transportation  for  Bra¬ 
zilian  students  to  study  in  their  uni¬ 
versities.  This  fact  is  more  evidence 
that  Japan  and  Germany  see  Brazil 
as  a  great  nation.

the  Herty  Medal,  coveted  award  that 
is  made  each  yead  by  the  G.  S.  C.  W- 
Chemlstry  department  for  the  most 
outstanding  work  in  the  field  of 
chemistry  in  the  Southeast,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  L.  C.  Lindsley,  professor 
of  Chemistry  at  G,  S.  C.  W.  recently. 

The  award  will  be  made  Rfay  17, 
wnich  has  been  designated  as  Herty 
Day,  an  annual  event,  and  Dr.  Coates^ 
will  speak  on  “The  Chemist  and  The 
Slate"  following  the  presentation.  Dr. 
Charles  H,  Herty,  In  whose  honor  the- 
medal  is  given  each  year,  will  also 
speak  on  the. program. 

Dr.  Coates  won  the  award  for  his 
research  work  in  sugar  and  sugar 
products.  His  work  in  carbohydrates 
and  hydtocarbons  is  regarded  as  a 
valuable  contribution  to  the  field  of 
chemistry,  He  is  71  years  of  age  and 
is  continuing  his  work  nt  LSU  princi¬ 
pally  as  an  advisor  and  consultant. 
The  chemical  laboratory  at  that 
school  was  named  for  him. 

He  has  written  a  number  of  ar¬ 
ticles  for  chemical  magazines.  He 
Is  connected  with  many  chemical 
societies.

Reviewed  By  Mai?  Bartlett 


The  Cite  del  by  A.  J,  Cronin,  is  one 
of  the  most  recent  of  a  Hood  of  doctor 
material  mat  has  been  published  in 
the  last  few  years.  It  is  a  most  ab¬ 
sorbing  story,  and  whether  intended 
or  not,  rather  on  the  propaganda 
side. 

Dr.  Archibald  Joseph  Cronin,  a 
medical  man.  by  profession,  felt  that 
he  was  in  as  good  a  position  as  any, 
peihaps  better  than  most  ,to  write  a 
novel  about  a  doctor  most  particularly 
since  the  first  three  novels  had  met 
with  such  immediate  success.  The 
story,  in  fact,  rather  closely  follows 
Cronin's  own  early  life. 

Andrew  Mansen,  a  Scotch  doctor, 
and  idealist,  receives  a  degree  for  his 
first  work  in  a  Welsh  mining  town. 
Going  to  Sweden  he  soon  becomes  one 


of  the  revered  proctictioners.  Cronin 
gives  a  vivid  and  enlightening  pic¬ 
ture  of  (he  dealings  of  the  wealthy 
doctors  whose  ideals  end  abilities 
are  low  and  prices  high. 

The  story  is  one  of  character,  of 
Andrew  Mansen  and  his  wife,  Chris¬ 
tine.  The  are  vivid,  convincing,  and 
very  human.  The  plot  moves  around 
them,  everything  subordinated  to 
them.  Denny,  Con,  and  tbe  others  are 
skillfully  handled  to  make  the  story 
of  Andrew  and  Christine  of  more  in¬ 
terest. 


The  plot  leads  convincingly  and 
dramatically  through  the  career  of 
the  doctor.  A  doctor’s  life  is  essen¬ 
tially  dramatic,  but  Cronin  does  not 
overdraw  the  picture.  It  is  a  story 
that  makes  one  think,  wonder  at 
least,  wihout  forcing  its  idea  upon 
you.

When  the  early  naturalists  of  ihe  18th  century  brought  back 
their  first  reports  on  STUDENTUS  GEORGIA NUS,  the  world'was  not 
particularly  impressed.  Rare  species  had  been  so  often  described  that 
rarity  itself  was  no  longer  rare.  A  bit  later,  however,  when  scientists 
interested  in  the  genuB  Studentus  re-read  these  early  accounts,  con¬ 
siderable  interest  was  aroused.  One  school  of  the  modem  scientists 
contended  that  the  reports  of  the  early  naturalists  were  far  too  fantastic, 
an  opinion  succinctly  expressed  in  a  recent  address  of  a  retiring  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American  Society  of  Studentus  Students:  "It  is  incon¬ 
ceivable  to  me  fhat  members  of  this  Society  can  maintain  any  semb¬ 
lance  of  belief  in  the  fantastic  reports  of  STUDENTUS  GEORGIANUS, 
which,  like  reports  of  sea  serpents,  must  be  credited  to  overworked 
imaginations."  Another  group  of  scholars,  however,  took  a  more  scien¬ 
tific  viewpoint:  Fantastic  though  the  reports  Beemed  io  be,  final  judg¬ 
ment  on  them  was  to  be  suspended  pending  an  investigation.

1.  STUDENTUS  GEORGIANUS  has  not  learned  how  to  read  in 
high  school  nor  has  he  learned  to  speak  and  write  the  English  language. 
Since  language  is  the  chief  medium  by  which  teachers  can  expect  to 
transfer  facts  and  ideas  to  the  student,,  poor  pre-college  training  In 
English  grammar  and  vocabulary  is  a  severe  handicap  to  learning  in 
college.  Furthermore,  since  very  few  teachers  possess  psychic  pow¬ 
ers,  examination  of  ihe  student  in  order  to  measure  his  accomplish¬ 
ments  must  necessarily  involve  the  use  of  words.  We  teachers  cer¬ 
tainly  make  things  as  simple  as  possible.  A  simple  statement  is  given 
in  a  few  words,  and  all  the  student  need  dp  is  to  stroke  a  short  hori¬ 
zontal  line  if  the  statement  is  inconecl.  When  the  statement  is  cor¬ 
rect,  howeveT,  things  do  get  complicated  because  not  only  must  the 
horizontal  line  be  drawn  but  Ihe  student  must  add  a  vertical  line 
properly  placed  across  the  horizontal  one.  Another  simple  device 
is  the  multiple  choice  question  in  which  the  correct  answer  is  actually 
presented  to  the  student  in  appropriate  words,  his  problem  being  only 
that  of  choosing  a  number  from  1  to  5.  The  mechanical  ease  with 
which  students  can  answer  and  teachers  can  score  this  type  of  exami¬ 
nation  approximately  fits  our  mechanical  age.  I  often  wonder,  how¬ 
ever,  as  I  watch  a  class  taking  such  an  examination,  how  much  of 
the  correct  information  recorded  on  such  tests  could  be  obtained  di¬ 
rectly  from  the  students  by  word  of  mouth  or  In  writing. 


2.  STUDENTUS  GEORGIANUS  as  a  group  does  not  practice 
any  type  of  study  devised  to  give  the  student  himself  complete  mastery 
of  the  subject  at  hand.  If  he  takes  lecture  rotes  at  all,  he  seldom  re¬ 
organizes  these  to  fit  his  own  needs.  He  rarely  outlines  a  difficult 
topic  or  copies  out  a  chart  or  map  unless  forced  to  by  pressure  of  an 
assignment.  He  wants  to  know  what  kind  of  examination  the  teacher  is 
going  to  give,  because,  it  seems,  he  studies  one  way  for  one  type 
and  another  for  another.  It  seldom  occurs  to  him  to  master  the  whole 
subject— make  it  his  own— and  let  the  questions  fall  where  they  may. 


3.  A  considerable  number  of  individuals  of  STUDENTUS  GEOR- 
GIANUS  have  no  real  desire  to  study  for  the  sake  of  study.  .  .Suffici¬ 
ent  study  to  keep  from  being  expelled  is  ihe  goal  of  some  students, 
which  puts  them  in  the  peculiar  position  of  not  wanting  to  study  and 
at  the  same  time  of  having  io  study  to  keep  themselves  from  being 
dropped  out. 


4.  STUDENTUS  GEORGIANUS  is  friendly,  sociable,  and  jolly 
good  company,  but  he  schedules  his  parties  and  dances  hit  and  miss 
throughout  ihe  school  year  without  regard  to  class  schedules  or  study 
periods.
